The Good Book.tells us: “a child shall 
Jead thenjand in the complex and changing 
society of foday, our young people represent 

the future leadership of the Black Community 
and some aspects of our national government. 
However, they need some guidance.and we / 
Black adults have a responsibility to encourage 
and assist these leaders of tomorrow. We . 
must remember that a college graduate of 1979 
‘was probably born in 1957; thus, he or she 

was not born when Mrs. Rosa Parks was too 
tired_to.move to the back of the bus; 6 years of 
age during the outrage of snarling dogs and 
forceful fire hoses in the park in Birmingham 
and the memorable™March On Washington; 
and 8 when thousands marched from Selma to 
Montgomery. As a result, too many of our 
young don't know, or understand, the thrust of 
the Civil Rights Movement. Too many of them 
have chosen to be guided by emotion and want 
to believe that it was to prove that Black can 
beat White or mistakenly thinking that we were 
to receive something just because we're Black. 
It's time for Black adults to forget popularity 
4 and have the intestinal fortitude to tell youth- 
ful Blacks that they are spending too much 
time worrying about the word —“racism.”” When 
we were young, we called it “prejudice; “segre- 
gation’ and “jim crow,” but we did not spend 
our time worrying about it. And we made some 
socio-economic gains despite that roadblock. 
Yet today, despite the fact that we have more 
e-educated Blacks than ever before. we 
also have higher.unemployment. Racism is not. 
I repeat — is not the only reason. Too often « - 
Black college students select “sop” courses 
-rather than those studies that will make 

them competitive in today's labor market. In 
other words, it will be a combination of a college 
diploma and the quality of their preparation

The proposed regulations give 
United Way greater control over 
charitable contributions. Some 
local black self-help groups will 
have to join United Way to raise 
money through the Combined Fed- 
e14!

Democrats begin asking why, they can find 
the answer by reading between the lines of a 
speech delivered by U.S. Rep.

After reminding her colleagues that they 
had spoken of the “efficacy of the budget and 
said it makes sense, that it has soul and com- 
passion,” then opposed it, prompted her to 
conclude that the opposition was based on the 
fact that the Congressional Black Caucus was 
the sponsor, Chisholm said. 

“But the fact of the matter is that this is nota 


suffering at this particular point in time in 
America. 

“If you have heart, if you have faith, if you 
have audacity, if you have guts, if you have 
courage, if you would believe the truth, you 
will vote for this Congressional Black Caucus 
budget today,” she concluded. .

Lifetime gifts count only to 
the extent that they exceed the annual exciu- 
sion ($10,000 for an individual; $20,000 for a 
couple). You would first use the tax credit to 
reduce any gift taxes you would otherwise pay 
during your lifetime. Any remaining tax credit 
would reduce estate taxes after your death. 
To get a better idea of how the law works, 
take a look at your own history of giving and 
then add up the value of your estate. Let's say, 
for example, the gifts you gave in the past 
exceeded the annual exclusion by $50,000 
and that your-e§tate is now worth $200,000. 
Were you to die this year, the IRS would add 


Additional Tax Breaks For Marrieds: If your 
only heir happens to be your husband, then 
your estate would be free of taxes no nfatter 
how large. Starting this year, the IRS will treat 
a husband and wife as a single economic unit 
and alow unlimited transfers from one spouse 
to another,.undiminished by gift or estate 
taxes. That translates. into no estate taxes on 
the death of a married person, provided all the 
assets are left to the surviving spouse. Taxes 
will have to be paid on the second estate, but 
they too can be lowered by taking fult advan- 
tage of the yearly exclusion. A widow or wid- 
ower with large families may be able to redis- 
tribute estate holdings in a few years. 

Who Should Give: Since the present law 
taxes lifetime gifts and estates (over and 
above the annual exclusion) at the same rate, 
when you decide to give becomes a matter of 
personal preference and financial planning: 
However, most estate planning experts 
recommend that you consult with your attor- 
ney before making any large lifetime gifts. 

Most experts agree that-the best time to 
embark ona program of giving is during your 
fifties and early sixties.

At the 73rd Annual Convention of the NAACP 
recently held in Boston, Mass., a resolution was 
adopted authorizing a massive boycott of movies if 
negotiations with film'studios fail to get blacks jobs 


in the movie industry. 


Benjamin L. Hooks, executive director has been 
authorized to “implement a selective patronage 
campaign for all NAACP units aimed at motion pic- 
tures which have excluded blacks from reasonable 
participation in front of and behind, the camera.” 

Geraldine Green, president of the Hollywood- 
Beverly Hills chapter of the NAACP said that blacks 
appeared in lead or supporting roles in only 12 of 
240 films issued in 1981. 
included a black person in a leading role. Cicely 
Tyson was the only black woman to appear as a lead
